DIRECTIONS REGARDING MANUFACTURE OF ORNAMENTS BY 

OUTWORKERS 

S.O. 2954. — In pursuance of sub-rule (1) of rule 120T of the Defence of India 
Rules, 1962, the Administrator hereby issues the following directions for carrying 
out the purposes of Part XIIA of the said rules, in so far as they relate to the 
manufacture of ornaments not exceeding 14 carats in purity by outworkers on 
behalf of dealers licensed under the said rules, namely: — 

1. In these directions, the word "rule” or "rules”, wherever It occurs, shall 
denote the rule or rules in Part XIIA of the Defence of India Rules, 1962, and the 
expression "proper officer” shall mean the officer of Central Excise having 
jurisdiction over the area in which the dealer’s place of business is situated. 
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2. For the purposes of these directions, an out-worker shall be deemed to be a 
person who, not being a certified goldsmith,— 

(a) undertakes, for a consideration, the work of manufacture of ornaments 

as defined in clause (f) of rule 126A on behalf of any dealer or dealers 
licensed under the rules, outside the licensed premises; and 

(b) whose name and address have been furnished in the application for 

licence in Form Gold Series No, 1 submitted by any such dealer or is 
duly notified in writing to the proper officer thereafter: 

Provided that if any outworker becomes at any time a certified goldsmith, he 
shall not be entitled to receive any gold from any licensed dealer or dealers in 
pursuance of these directions, 

3. Every dealer licensed under the rules, who has furnished particulars of 
outworkers attached to him in the application for Licence in Form Gold Series 
No. 1 or does so thereafter and who intends to get ornaments manufactured by 
such out-workers, shall arrange for a copy of these directions to be supplied or 
read out to every such outworker and shall obtain from him an undertaking 
(which may be either in writing by the outworker or accepted by him by affixing 
his thumb impression) agreeing to the terms and conditions imposed by these 
directions and shall, in addition, maintain a ledger in Form A annexed to these 
directions. 

4. A dealer shall not issue ornaments or any other articles in finished form to 
an outworker for being polished or converted into other ornaments or articles 
and shall not issue to an outworker primary gold- 

fa) of a purity in excess of 14 carats; and 

(b) of a quantity In excess of the quantity actually required for manu- 
facture of ornament or ornaments or pieces of ornament or ornaments 
for which an order is placed with him, provided, however, that an 
outworker Bhall not at any time have in his possession, custody or 
control any quantity of primary gold in excess of 100 grammes 
belonging to any one dealer. 

6. No issue of primary gold shall be made to an outworker until the previous 
supply has been satisfactorily accounted for. 

6. Each outworker shall be given by the dealer a Pass Book in Form B 
annexed to these directions, in which each page shall be assigned a printed serial 
number and bear the stamp of the proper officer. 

7. The Pass Books issued by a dealer to his outworkers shall be assigned a 
running serial number and a record thereof shall be maintained in Form C annexed 
to these direc lions, 

8. The Pass Bok shall at all times remain in the custody of the outworker until 
it is resumed by the dealer for one or more of the following reasons; namely;— 

(a) the grant of a certificate to the outworker recognising him as a certified 

goldsmith; 

(b) the cessation of work by the outworker for any other cause whatsoever; 

(c) the termination of relationship between the dealer and the outworker; 

(d) the issue of instructions by a proper officer withdrawing the facilities 

available under these directions, so far as any outworker is concerned; 

(e) exhaustion of the Pass Book necessitating the issue of a new one. 

Whenever a Pass Book is resumed for any of the reasons mentioned at (a) to 
(dl above, the primary gold issued to and in the custody of the outworker shall be 
obtained from him by the dealer. 

All Pass Books shall be preserved by the dealer for a period of not less than 
five calendar years, following the one in which the pass book is resumed or 
replaced and shall be available for inspection. 

9. Whenever an outworker ceases to work on behalf of a dealer or his relation- 
ship with a dealer is terminated, an Intimation to that effect shall be furnished by 
the dealer to the proper officer within three days of such cessation or termination. 
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10. The dealer shall be responsible for making entries in the Pass Book 
immediately on completion of each transaction relating to the issue of primary 
gold to, or receipt of primary gold from, the outworker. The dealer shall not 
deliver any primary gold to an outworker, unless the Pass Book has been produced 
by the outworker and all its relevant columns have been duly filled in. 


11. An outworker working for more than one dealer shall— 

(1) keep the stock of primary gold received by him from each such dealer 
and the ornaments made from that stock separately from the stock 
of primary gold received by him from any other dealer and the orna- 
ments made from such primary gold and 

(ii) ensure that the total quantity of primary gold received by him from all 
dealers and not accounted for in the form of ornaments returned to 
such dealers shall not be in excess of 250 grammes at any time. 

12. Collectors of Central Excise may issue supplementary instructions to give 
«f¥ect to the provisions of these directions.

It can be either (a) 
returned to the principal dealer in which case it will have to be shown as receipt 
in accounts maintained by him, or (b) carried over by the outworker against a 
further order.

of the pass book showing (i) carry over from S. No. ; (specifying the 

serial number of the item concerned) and (ii) fresh stock issued, after which the 
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outworker will be liable for the total stock of gold held by him for execution of 
the order in relation to which the fresh supply has been issued. 

(3) In Col. 6 the process of manufacture should be briefly indicated as for 
example — Wax Moulding, Die Stamping, Saw Cutting, Die Cutting or Wire 
Drawing, etc.

S.O. 2965.— In exercise of powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural 
Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, the same having been previously published 
as required by that section, namely: — 

1. Short title and application. — (1) These rules may be called the Seed Potatoes 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1963. 

(2) They shall apply to seed potatoes (Solcnum tuberosum) produced in India 
and meant for export. 


2. Definitions. — In these rules, 

(a) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agricultural Marketing 

Adviser to the Government of India; 

(b) 'Schedule’ means a Schedule appended to these rules. 

3. Grade Designation.— The grade designation to indicate the quality of seed 
potatoes shall be as set out in column 1 of Schedule II. 

4. Definition of Quality.— The quality indicated by the grade designations 
shall be as set out against each grade designation in Schedule II. 

B Grade Designation Marks.— The grade designation mark shall consist of a 
labei specifying the grade designation and bearing a design (consisting of an 
outline map of India with the word ‘AGMARK’ and the figure of the rising sun, 
with the words ‘Produce of India’ and ‘ ’)resemblmg 

the one as set out in Schedule I. 

6 Methods of Marking.— (1) The grade designation mark shall be securely 
affixed to each container in a manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, each container shall be clearly 
marked with such particulars and in such manner as may be specified by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser, 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior approval of the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser, mark his private trade mark on a container, 
in 6 a manner approved by the said Officer provided that the private trade mark 
does not represent quality or grade of seed potatoes different from that indicated 
by the grade designation mark affixed to the container in accordance with these 

rules. 
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7. Method of Packing.— (1) Only sound, clean and dry container made of lute 
or any other approved material shall be used for packing. They shah be free 
from any Insect infestation or fungus contamination and also free from any 
undesirable smell. 

(2) The containers shall be securely closed and sealed in a manner approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(3) Each package shall contain seed potatoes of one trade description and one 
grade designation only. 

8. Special conditions of Certificate of Authorisation.— In addition to the con- 
ditions specified in rule 4 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1937, the 
following shall be the conditions of every Certificate of Authorisation issued for 
the purpose of these rules, namely: — 

(a) An authorised packer shall make such arrangements for testing seed 

potatoes as may be prescribed by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(b) An authorised packer shall provide all facilities to the Inspecting 

Officers duly authorised by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, for 
sampling, testing and such other matters, as may be specified by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser.

— The following draft rules to amend the Inter-State Transport Com- 
mission Rules, 1960, which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (h) of section 63C of the Motor Vehicles Act, 
1939 (4 of 1939), is hereby published, as required by sub-section (I) of section 
133 of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after the 16th of November, 1963. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Inter-State Transport Commission (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1963. 

2. In the Inter-State Transport Commission Rules, 1960, after rule 23, the 
following rules shall be inserted, namely:— 

“24. Appeals — 

Any person or authority (including Government aggrieved by a decision, 
direction or order of the Commission under clause (b) or clause 
(c) of sub-section (2) of section 83A may, within thirty days 
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from the date on which the decision, direction or order is com- 
municated to such person or authority, prefer an appeal to the 
Inter State Transport Appellate Tribunal constituted under rule 
25; 

Provided that in computing the said period of thirty days, the time taken ki 
obtaining a certified copy of the decision, direction or order shall be excluded: 

Provided further that the Tribunal may entertain an appeal after the expiry 
of the said period of thirty days if it is satisfied that the appellant was prevented 
by sufficient cause from preferring the appeal in time. 

2. An appeal under this rule shall be forwarded in triplicate in the form of 
a memorandum setting forth precisely the grounds on which the appellant dis- 
putes the decision, direction of order appealed against, and shall be accompanied 
by a certified copy of the decision, direction or order. It shall be addressed to 
the Inter-State Transport Appellate Tribunal, C/o Ministry of Transport (Trans- 
port Wing), Central Secretariat, New Delhi 

(3) The Tribunal shall call for the records of the case and after giving the 
parties a reasonable opportunity to make representations either orally or in 
writing as the Tribunal may think fit, may confirm, vary or set aside the decision, 
direction or order appealed against. 

25. Inter-State Appellate Tribunal 

The Central Government shall, by notification in the Official Gazette, cons- 
titute an Inter-State Appellate Tribunal to hear the appeals referred to in rule 
24, consisting of a Chairman and two members (being officers not below the 
rank of Joint Secretary) to be appointed by that Government.
